With one or two exceptions, we have 
seen no appointments for public speak- 
ing published by the State and District 
Electors. 

Are the Congressional Committces 
doing their duty ? 

With the exception of that of the 
Second District, we have seen no 
published list of canvassers for the 


several Congressional Districts in the 


State. 

Besides these, it strikes us that can- 
vussers for the State at large might be 
appointed by the State Executive Com- 
mittee, and appointments made for them 
to speak at different points. 

We know well some of our Commit- 
teemen, both for the State and Districts, 
are often engaged, and cannot attend 
the meetings of their respective bodies. 
But it is highly important to the inter- 
ests of the party that these meetings be 
well attended. We think, therefore, 
those individuals whose engagements 
are such that they cannot give any time 
or attention to such matters ought to 
resign, in order that their places may 
be supplied by others who can act. 

The work before us is highly impor- 
tant and it is full time that the campaign 
for November had been set in motion. 
Other States are holding large meetings 
and arousing the people to the vital 
issues involved in the great national 
struggle—so close at hand. 

Appointments, if any are to be made 
at all, should be published as carly as 
possible, in order to give sufficient no- 
tice, to insure good crowds. The peo- 
ple who need most instruction—those 
who live remote from Railroads and 
Postoffices, and who are destitute of 
mail facilities, should be reached, and 
appealed to and convinced, by argument 
and entreaty, of the necessity of defeat- 
ing President Grant.

THE GREAT DEMONSTRATION | 
IN NEW YORK. 

The New York papers give glowing 

accounts of the magnificent Liberal 

rally there on last Thursday night. 

It is conceded on all hands to have been 

one of the largest and most imposing 

political demonstrations ever known in 

that city. The great specch of the oc- 

casion was delivered by Hon. R. M. T- 

Hunter, of Virginia, which is highly 

complimented by the World and Tribune 
tor its statesmanlike and patriotic senti- 

ments, It is said to be the ablest speech 

made by any Southern politician since 

the close of the war. 

There were seven stands in all, and 
the number of persons present is set 
down at one hundred thousand. There 
were some twenty speakers, among 
them several from the South. Gov. 
Walker, of Virginia, snd Hon. A. J. 
Requier, of Alabama, made brief ad- 
dresses. Next to Ex-Senator Hunter’s, 
the speeches of Hon. Francis Kernan, 
the Liberal candidate for Governor, and 
General N. P. Banks, of Massachusetts, 
elicited the most attention. 

In its account the Tribune says: 

“It tively seemed as though all 
New York were there. Every foot of 
Union square was thronged. The 
crowds were of course thickest about 
the speakers’ stands, where they listened 
in p-rfect silence, broken only by ap- 
lause. But even beyond the speaker. 
voices the dense masses stood packed, 
checring the flags, the processions, the 
fireworks, and the louder bursts of ora- 
tory. Ic was not an ordinary mass 
meeting. It was a rendezvous of the 
people of New York. No less than 
seven meetings were in progress at once, 
densely attended, and addressed by stir- 
ring and popular speakers. It was one 
of those enormous demonstrations that 
are not ible except in winning 
causes. The people do not gather in 
this fashion unless their bearts are en- 
listed in the work, and unless the occa- 
sion calls forth all their enthusiasm and 
furnishes the powerful stimulant of hope. 
It is when a thing is to be done that the 
masses in this way come to the job, and

CORRUPTION IN CONGRESS. 

Astounding developments have 
recently been made through the public

The list will be found 
in our CamMpatiGN Notes,” this morn- 
ing, implicates, among others, Blaine, 
Elliot, Boutwell and Dawes, members 
of the House, from Massachusetts, and 
also Senator HEN RT WILson, the Radi- 
cal candidate for Vice President, who 
owned two thousand shares of stock in 
the concern. 

Now here we have sworn 
evidence, brought out by their own 
party friends, of the unblushing corrup- 
tion of leading Republican members of 
Congress, whose votes and influence 
were purchased by Railroad jobbers, 
and payment of a small number of 
shares in stock was the consideration 
for their services. 

The whole country is looking forward 
with deep anxicty for the answer of the 
gentlemen who have thus been publicly 
charged, upon sworn testimony, with 
malfeasance and crime. 

Unless they can furnish rebutting 
testimony, the world will judge them 
by the evidence thus far elicited as

The Failures in Baltimore.

Mesars. J. C. Brid & Ca., Messrs. 
William Bayne & Co., and Messrs. A. 
A. Perry & Co., all of whom, with the 
exception of the last, were large 
wholesale dealers in groceries. Messrs. 
Perry were engaged in the lum- 
ber business, principally in coop- 
cruge stock. The amount of the 
liabilities of these firms is estimated at 
nearly ibree millions of dollars, but it is 
impossible to speak with certainty as to 
this or of the ultimate result of the 
disaster, although it is generally 
believed that the suspension will only 
be temporary, and that the majority if 
not all of these houses will speedily 
resume business. The gentlemen com- 
posing these firms bave personaliy and 
as merchants the respect of the entire 
community, and great sympathy is 
expressed for them in their present un- 
fortunate position, and not a breath of 
suspicion has or itis believed can be 
cast upon any one of them. The firm 
of Kirkland, Chas & Co.,it will be 
remembered by most of our merchants, 
were before compelled to suspend pay- 
ment in 1860, when they compramised 
with their creditors for seventy-five 
cents in the dollar and resumed 
business. They were soon successful 
and (to their honor be it said) paid in 
full every dollar of their liabillities.— 
Baltimore American of Saturday. 


The Mountain Meadow Massacre 
and the Mormons. 

An affidavit, says a telegram from 
Salt Lake City, has been made by one 
of the least guilty among the participa- 
tors in the Mountain Meadow massacre, 


showing conclusively that the terrible 
slaughter was the work of the Mormon 
authorities. It will be remembered that 
a large company of emigrants, on their 
way to California, are known to have 
been all killed, with the exception of 
the young children. When their mas- 
sacree was discovered the Mormons set 
afloat the story that they had perished 
by the hands of Indians, but from time 
to time circumstantial evidence has 
appeared indicating that they were mur. 
dered in cold blood by the Mormons in 
revenge for previous outrages upon 
the latter, perpetrated in Illinois 
and Missouri. A competent witness 
states under outh that the Mormon 
militia attacked the emigrants, and after 
a fight of several days without result 
sent in a flag of truce offering them 
protect:on it they would lay down their 
arms. These terms being complied witb, 
the entire party of men and women 
were butchered by their ca 


The deponent is Philip Clingon 


Smith, who was at the time Mormon 
Bishop of Cedar City. He was à recruit 
in the Mormon militia, and was told by 
Lieutenant-Colonel Haight that he 
(Haight) had orders from headquarters 
to kill all the emigrants. He heard the 
orders passed down the Mormon line to 
shoot the emigrant prisoners, and wit- 
nessed the entire massacre. He took 
charge of the children, the only mem- 
bers of the party sayed, The shooting 
force was under commapd of Major 
John D. Lee, who made a specch to his 
men shortly before the massacre, stating 
that his orders from headquarters were 
to killthe entire company of emigrants 
except the small children.
